Cennami’s modus operandi last 
Thursday was exactly the same, 
said King, who was posing as a 
bank customer when Cennami en- 
tered. A federal agent and a task 
force member posed as another 
customer and the bank manager, 
King said. The task force is com- 
prised of FBI agents, state troop- 
ers and Boston police. 

Cennami became an FBI suspect 
in the first MassBank robbery fol- 
lowing an investigation using an 
image of the believed perpetrator 
lifted from the bank's surveillance 
cameras, King said. But Wil- 
mington Police never had a posi- 
tive ID on that photo, he added. 

Still, King said, “We were pret- 
ty positive” it was Cennami. 

Last Thursday, police’ in Wil-” 
mington received a tip from the 
FBI that Cennami had been in 
town, checking out MassBank 
again. The sting was set up and

King said Cennami walked into it 
at approximately 2:00 p.m. 

King said the gun Cennami car- 
tied Thursday was chrome-plated 
and “looked real” but was in facta 
toy. Cennami was said to be 
wearing a wig, a backwards base- 
ball hat and glasses at the time. 
The suspect in the May robbery, 
believed by police to be Cennami, 
was said to have been wearing a 
dark hat and glasses. 

And though King admitted offi- 
cials were lucky in nabbing the 
suspect when and where they did, 
that luck came as the result of a 
lot of work. 

“There was a great deal of work 
between. [Wilmington detectives) 
and the FBI,” King said. “We 
were fairly confident we'd catch 
him, It was just a matter of a lot 
Of legwork and an inteMVeTAVEst™ 
gation.” 

King said Cennami is being in- 
vestigated as a suspect in similar 
bank robberies in Salem, Mass., 
Manchester, N.H., and Beverly.

for Chris, who was born without 
any. 

Though his middle and inner 
ears formed correctly, Chris was 
born prematurely and without 
ears or ear canals. He was also 
missing one kidney and his tail- 
bone but had an extra intestine due 
to duodenal duplication. Chris’ 
growth stopped in utero at the 
time the ears and kidneys form. 
When that growth started again, 
the intestines that were already 
there started forming again, 

The double intestine prevents 
digestion, so Chris, born at 5 Ibs., 
8 ozs., dropped more than a 
pound after birth before being re- 
leased from the hospital at his 
original birth weight five weeks 
later. 

But Chris defied the odds in 
even making it to birth. 

When Janice was 6 weeks preg- 
nant with Chris, the oldest of her 
three children, she began to bleed. 
Doctors were certain she’d even- 
tually miscarriage and recommen- 
ded an early term abortion. But 
when a heartbeat was detected, 
Janice said “no way.” 

Her water broke 32 weeks into 
the pregnancy and she spent the

His speech discernment 
is not quite so good and his sound 
perception is off - Chris can hear 
all sounds, but it is difficult for 
him to gauge how loud they are 
and from how far and which di- 
rection they are coming. 

The hearing aid Chris wears 
was specially made. It comes-in 
two parts, a microphone and os- 
cillator, and is connected to the 
aforementioned headband 
wears, 


And so it is for Chris, who fin- 
ished kindergarten at the Boutwell 
School this spring and will begin 
first grade at the Shawsheen 
School in the fall. But that is not 
surprising - for all the compli- 
cations he has withstood in utero, 
in birth, in early life, he is as 
regular a kid as you'll meet. 
Which is not to say he isn’t re- 
tmarkable. Perhaps, given every- 
thing, it is best to say Chris is 
temarkably normal. 


“If you saw him playing out | 


there in the street with 10 other 
kids,” Ken said, “you'd never pick 
him out - except for the head- 
band.” 

He doesn’t miss having ears be- 
cause he’s never had them. When 
his brother Bryan, 2-1/2, was 
born, his mother explained to 
Chris that God happened to give

took, like most everything, as 
matter of course. 

“He just takes so much in 
stride,” Janice said, “He’s such a 
great kid.”

» However, one has only to look 
at the type of work that Vacanti 
and her colleague Rosemary 
Burke do at the school to know 


‘The two are in charge of the 
liturgies at the school along 
with the prayer services, 
retreats, Christian Service 
Programs and pastoral counsel- 


“We do a myriad of things,” 
Vacanti said. “Anything that has 
to do with Christian life.” _* 

This includes training the 
young women at the Academy to 
be prepared for lay ministries 
that might be open to them. 

“We are responsible to make 
sure that Christ’s message is 
present on campus in whatever 
‘way we can.” 

The reasons any of these 
women serve God are not 
unlike the reasons that many 
men serve God. In one way or 
another they were called to that 
service by the God they believe 
in. And like their male counter- 
parts, for the most part the 
women interviewed express the 
same feeling that if you do not 
believe, truly believe that God 
called you to the ministry, you 
should not attempt to serve. 

The above statement has 
nothing to do with being a 
woman or a man in the min- 


Rabbi Susan Abramson of 
Temple Shalom Emmeth in 
Burlington said, “It can be a 


very rewarding experience.’ 

She added, “It takes a lot of 
hard work. There are no time 
lir mits. 

“You have to be ready to 
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different reasons and yet, ironi- 
cally, many of them were 
strangely very similar. 

The Reverend Linda Wood- 
Boyle, a United Methodist 
Minister living in Malden and 
serving as the executive director 
of the Somerville Homeless 
Coalition, said, “I was given cer- 
tain gifts. I felt I was haunted by 
the hounds of Heaven to use 
those gifts for a full time min- 


istry. 

“Initially I thought it would 
be in the local church, but God 
kept opening other doors.”

Flett is a barrier breaker in 
some ways in this country, as is 
Abramson.

Nicolas Cage, playing a dweeby 
FBI. expert in chemical/biolog- 
ical warfare, is brought in for 
his immense knowledge, in spite 
of his lack of field experience.
